United States, was arrested last night by
Secret Service officers, and a complete
counterfeiting mill, the largest and most

elaborate ever found in a counterfeiter's.
possession, was found in his house in Sun
nerville, a suburb of Philadelphia, Two
thousand bogus half dollars, in process of
manufacture, and nearly $1,000 In coin of
tbe same denomination, ready to
put in the market, formed part
of the capture. The dies and stamps were
of the most costly pattern, and tbe counter a
feit coin itself was so wen execuwu ax w
defv detection bv an expert. Ten months
ago Duffy came to Philadelphia and rented
u gnn o nouse ai uwukj uuu
Wiser streets, in Sunnerville. To the
neighbors be appeared like a quiet sort ol
man, wno attenuea w nu u uu,mc,
mid rtwui no suspicion by his move
ments. No one knew what he did
for a living, but the village gossips
irener.illv believed him to De

mntrntAm of Rome sort. Lights were fre
quently seen in the house late at night,
and there were many callers, who alway
appear to be on a traveling tour, for tbey
invariably carried hand-sachel- s. Still the
villRire folks suspected nothing, and as

The
detectives then went to the ciga store of a
man named Sassaman, at Ridge avenue
and Master Street, and took the proprietor
into custody as an accomplice. He had in
his possession an order for a three-doll- ar

press, which he said was to be used for
striking off Grant medals.

A Frightful Calamity In the Cual Krgiuut
of Pennsylvania.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., August 11. A ter-
rible explosion of gas took place in the
West End Coal Company's minis, this
morning, at Mocanqua, fifteen milsi from as
here. As far as can be learned ten miners
were instantly killed, and several otheis
dangerously Injured. Four men have been
brought to tbfc surface dead, aud four or
five more are in the mine mid
can not be reached owing to impure air.
The boss at the mine says lie notified the
men before they entered the mine that the
fan had been stopped, and that it was n.t
safe for them to enter, as the mine was
filling with gas. This is denied by the
miners and laborers, who, on the contrary,
say that he had told them to go to work:
that the fan was broken, but would be re-
paired and put in working order in an hour.
When they entered everything appeared
to be all right, until they began to
smell the fatal sulphur fumes, and before
tbev could get out manv were overcome

Plot to Assass'nate Alfonso

London, August 11. Paul Augula and
other Spanish refugees in London are under
surveillance, tbe Spanish Government hav-
ing received information that a plot to as-

sassinate King Alfonso has been arranged
in England, and that emissaries have left
England, via France, for the Spanish
frontier. Tbe Madrid Government is
considering whether or not to
demand the surrender of Angula on the
charge of tbe murder of General Prim. All
the leading Republicans, including Cas-tela- r,

Salmeron, Zorilla and Marquall, de-

clare that they have no sympathy with the
Angula party. The Ulohe, Castelai's
organ, declares that Angular should lie
classed among common criminals, and the
frogresa demands that he be brought to
justice.

Heavy Rainfall in Missouri.
Kansas City, Mo., August 11. Another

rain-stor- occurred between B and 8

o'clock this evening. The storm has been
the heaviest known' here in years. Tbe
rainfall, including, tbe storm this morning,
was over 5 inches.' All the streams in the
vicinity are much swollen, and the Mis-
souri River hat risen over a foot. Tho
damage in the city aud suburbs will reach
many thousands of dollars. In a number
of tbe streets the pavements w ere washed
out and sewers broken, while cellars and
basements were ailed with water.

The paid un
capital of the company is sSSiO.OOO, and the
object is to go into the stock -- raising busi-
ness on a very extensive scale In New Mex
ico and Colorado, where tbe company
owns four hundred thousand acres of
breeding and grazing lands.

Two Brothers Killed by a Bull.

It is just
learned that, on Sunday evening, as Hine
and Steward Pond, brothers, wore leading
a Holstein bull to their farm, which is lo-
cated about twelve miles from this city,
the bull became unmanageble and attacked
them. Both were killed almost instantly.
They were unmarried. Tbey were the
sons oi Udder fond, Commis-
sioner, one of the oldest and best known
men in Minnesota up to the time of his
death, four years ago. He was also a
prominent Presbyterian minister.

London, August ".Whatever way be
the nature or tbe cause of the cholera in

pital, which has been absolutely necessary
in consequence of the unabated increase of
the cholera. All the beds in tbe other hos
pitals are already occupied, and if tbe
number of cases couliuues to increase in
the aami.ratio as at present, the Pharos
will soon find its accommodations severely
taxed.

Death From Grant Funeral Excitement

Galveston, Tex., August .9. Captain
John M. Forshey, of the Galveston Artil
lery, died suddenly this morning from con-
gestion of the brain, aged forty years.
Captain Forshey personally supervised
tbe firing of salutes yesterday in memory
of General Grant, and it is thought that
tne exposure and excitement incidental to
tbe occasion superinduced bis death. De
ceased was the son of the late Prof. For
shey, of New Orleans. He was a lieuten
ant in the Confederate army.

Peculiar Suicide.
Lenox, Mass., August -At Miss Fur

nets' residence, Friday, the head butler,
Anotete Lefort, went to a room which bas
two iron bedsteads. He moved tne beds so
they stood a little over four feet apart, then
attached an endless towel to the iron frame
of one of the beds in such a way that it
left a slip-noo- near tbe center. He put
his head through tbe nooso, then lifted bis
feet and stuck them through theiron frame
of the other bed. His weight tightened
the noose around his neck, and he died
from strangulation.
